THE MliaTIA BILL. 


Tke bill relating to the National 


Guard, introduced in the Senate by 
Colonel Lord of Storey, passed that 
body yesterday. It provides that the 
Adjutant General shall receive a salary 
of $360 per annum.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., -Feb. 27.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave' to cross^the^coafciaent from 
March 1st, to itfifhnd* 6tb, to lOtb. 


The next disturbance will reach the 


Pacific Coast about March lltb, cross 
the west of the Eockies by the close of 
the 12th, the Great Central Valleys 
March 13th to 15th, 'and the Eastern 
States the 16th. 


The warm wave will cross the west of 


Rockies about 
March llth, great 


aentral valleys March 13th the Eastern 
States the 15th. 
Tho cool wave will 


crpsa the west of Rockies about March 
14tb, the great central valleys *h'e 16tb, 
Eastern States March 18th. 


March and April will go into partner- 


ship this year in weather making and 
tbe reversals caused by one of the 
planets irfMaich, while they will cause 
great weather extremes in that month, 
they will have a decided influence on 
the temperature and rainfall of April. 


This will interest farmers gererally, 


for if will determine whether we are to 
have an early or a late spring, With 
good April rains, large yields of oats 
and gnisaes would be assured, while a 
dry April makes short grass and a 
poor yield nf oats. 


A cold April is very hard ou garden- 


ers, while a warm april brings thorn 
bountiful harvests. Watch these bul- 
letins for April forecasts for 
the 


weather in that month caused by dis- 
turbances in March will goto extremer. 


The above statements are of great 


interest to all except the northeastern 
State?, because the rainfall of February 
and March will be ao sinall that by the 
first of April a getieial drouth will be 
feared. 


With these conditions at tlie iiret of 


April it*would be worth millions of 
dollars to agriculturists, dealers in the 
cereals and speculators to know whnt 
the weateer of April May aud June will 
be. 


These bulletins will tell, the truth 


four times out of five, aud 
that 


is enough to insure success. 


Farmers are now preparing to sow 


and plant iu the dark because they are 
unable to sse ahead, and because the 
Weather Bureau of the United States 
has failed to advance in their work far 
enough to toll them. If the fsruiers 
knew what to pltat arid sow '-ind how, 
in order to suit the weather, what mill- 
ions could be made thereby.
